Generous it is, the Federal grant of $191,000 to Torrance
Memorial hospital by no means assures the community that its
hospital problems are solved. On the contrary the glft ‘is en-
tirely contingent upon the city's ability to ralse twice as much
on its own to match those funds made available by the govern:

ment,
Hospital authorities ave, therefore, faced with the necessity

of raising some $382,000 to build two new wings and two sur-
gleal units at the hospital which long has operated with in-
adequate facilities. Burden of responsibility for organizing and
carrying out a campaign for funds rests on the hospital board;
the community will be called upon e bear the brunt of the

costs,
This is a project in which all residents of Torrancd have a
direct interest, Some of the responsibility also rests on residents

of the area who have had the benefit of the local facllity at a
time when the need was greatest, s using the ital
as a workshop also have an important stake in the expansion
campalgn and will do their part to assure success,

While providing for the sick and injured {s a direct com-
munity responsibility, the rapid growth of Southern California
clties has outstripped their financial capacity to keep pace.
Consequently, it has become practice to depend on Federal or
State funds te provide the allimportant difference.

Here 1s an opportunity for the Torrance community to reach
the conviction that home rule demands something more than
willingness to be self governing. There must be at least a show
of independence from the corroding tendency to run to the
Federal government for everything,

Home Warning System

Oivilian Defense Administrator Val Peterson recently told
congress of a plan to make avallable a nationwide warning
system that would enable citizens to evacuate their homes by a
signal operating within the homes, In his plea for funds, the
administrator asserted such a system would enable authorities
to give at least four hours notice in advance of an attack and
mignht concelvably save many lives,

Congress did not provide the funds requested but Peterson's
plan holds some interesting prospects to an area like Los An-
geles always included ag a potential target for enemy bombers,
Certainly any method of forewarning the citizenry is desirable

The warning system specifically mentioned by Peterson
operated on the principle that power companies could, by reduc-
tion of current, set off the signals that would send residents
seurrying to the mountaing and deserts, The confusion, comedy
and tragedy that might ensue in the event of accidental power
fallure moves us to some interesting conjecture. False alarms
" always are fraught with danger, but a false alarm over an
atomic attack might be expected to produce fearful conse-
quences,

E There 18 no question but that we should have an alert
civillan defense organization, Sometimes this fear of the atomie
bomb can be overdone, however, and if we permit our imagina-
tions to run unfettered, life won't be worth the living.

Health Bill Defeat

The surprise defeat of Presidemt Elsenhower's health rein-
surance bill, 233134, is a blow to the average eitizen, Whether
or not this bill was the best bill possible, it was the backbone
of President Bisenhower’s health program, and was designed to
provide sixty-eight millions of citizens voluntary health insur.
ance, and broaden protection for others already insured,

The Administration had sought to pacify the medical pro-
fesslon by proposing only to reinsure policies of private health
groups.

The American Medical Association opposed the bill on the
same ground that It opposes practically all health insurance or
reinsurance bills, even voluntary ones, on the claim that the bill
would have been an opening wedge toward soclalized medicine,
Yet the President has firmly announced his opposition to so-
iclalized medicine and has repeatedly gone on record as such,

A combination of Liberals, who thought the bill did not
do epough, and the Conservative opposition—such as that from
the AM.A, and many physicians—defeated a bill which should
have been passed (or a substitute passed In its place) for the
good and health of the American people, both young and old,

Indo-China, which I reported in
part in these columns direct
from the war zones, In between
trips 1 covered Korea, Japan,
Formosa, Hong Kong, Thailand,
Malaya, Burma to Singapore,
cireling the are immediately in-
fluenced by the crisis between
the Vietnam and the Vietminh,
In between trips:I also covered
Indla, the Near BEast, Africa,
Burope in three complete trips
around the world back to the
United States. ,

The reason I mention the ex-
tent and method of travei and
reporting is that a correspon-
dent by going in and out of a
critical area and gathering facts
and impressions from outside
sources, interested or disinter-
ested, arrives at conclusions as
free of prejudice and propagan-
da as it is possible, It covers
personal talks with ag diversi-
fled authorities as Syngman
Rhee, Chiang Kali-shek, Presi-
dent Eisenhower, Douglas Mac-
Arthur, Admiral Radford, Yoshi-
da, Bidault, Bao Dai, Nehru,
Naguib, Toto, Churchill, the
crown prince of Norway in Oslo,
among others, on the subject of
Indo-China. It also includes the
man in the street in France,
Vietnam, Laos and Cambodia,
as well as Vietminh Communist

Now that most of Indo-China
is lost to the Communists, it is
important to put the spotlight
on the whole sordid story of
selfishness, miscalculations, co-
lonfalism and some fantastic
stupidities by the whole Free
world, which caused us to lose
15 million more people to Com-
munism in Indo-China, among
other incredible losses,

From the 17th century, when
France began its colonial em-
pire, Indo-China was organized
originally as five separate colo-
nies . . . Annam, Tonkin, Cochin
China, Laos and Cambodia, The
Japanese seized this whole area
on ¢helr march to Singapore in
World War II. After the Japa-
nese defeat in 1945, Chiang Kai-
shek's Nationalist troops and a

tionalist prison in Peiping hack
in 1043, over the violent pro.
tests of Chiang Kaishek. The
“strategy” was to use Ho to
fight the Japanese in Indo
China, Chiang Kal-shek's wurn
ings that Ho was a Moscow.

Ho was released and given

The war in Indo-China ac
tually began in December, 1946,
when Ho Chi Minh attacked
French Unifon troops near Ha.
nof, by his rebel nationalstic
force known as Vietminh under
the banner of “freedom” f-om
French colonialism in the Viet
nam, ‘Laos and Cambodia, For
three and a half years, this re-
volt represented nothing more
than guerilia action of limited
power and frequency.

After Chiang Kal-shek - was
defeated by Red Mao ung
on the mainland in 1849, Russia
and Red China recognized {he
Vietminh as the official govern
ment of Indo-China and began
actlve military support:of Ho
Chi Minh against the French.
‘The French, always reluctant to
train native armies, to usc
trained French regulars, or to
take advice from U.8. military
and diplomatic officials, could
not cope with the fanatioal wrell
trained Communists of the Vet
minh,

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CRIMINAL AND CIVIL LAW

When two cars crash, for in-
stance, two kinds of law may
sometimes go into play, One is
criminal and the other eivil law,

Under criminal law, the dis.
trict attorney looks into the ac-
cident and may decide’ that one
or both parties broke a traffic
law,

He must prove beyond all rea.
sonable doubt that one or hoth
drivers broke a certain law, It
I8 no defense for you that the
other drlver also broke the law,
1f the court finds that the prose.
cutor did not prove the erime be-
yond a reasonable doubt then
the state will lose its case, The
accused will go free, “Contribu.
tory negligence” is no defense
to & criminal action,

Clvil Action Explained

The second Kkind of action that
many grow out of an aceldent,
for example, is a civil actlon,
Any one hurt In the crash may
sue the driver or owner of the
other car, asking for money
damages. In a clvil action you
have merely to show by a “pre.

ponderance” of the evidence,
that the other party caused the
accident, You as “plaintitf”’ do
not have to prove your ease
beyond all reasonable doubt,

Moreover, in a elvil case, un
like the criminal case, “contribu-
tory negligence” s a good de-
fense, Let the “defendant” show
that the plaintiff's own negli
gent acts helped to cause the
accident and the “plaintiff” will
lose his case,

8o a person can be held erim-
Inally liable, and yet defeal a
clvil sult where the defense of
contributory negligence is avail:
able to him, Or one may be held
llable in a civil action and vet
found not' guilty in a eriminal
actlon, This is because of the
greater burden of proof needed
for a criminal convietion or be:
cause not every case giving rise
to labllity in a clvil action 1s
made a crime,
